Fortunately. the movement for church union is progressing at 
least as rapidly as the pension fund, though no one yet has point- 
ed out the vital connection between the two. In western Canada, 
the Methodist, Presbyterian and Congregational churches have vot- 
ed to consolidate and are working out the details. In an Arizona 
town, nine different churches were fused into one. Lesser com- 
binations are reported from all over the country.—Chicago Jouranl.

Yet, if it fails to measure 
up to its obligations to its readers, that course of false economy 
would prove more expensive still. 

The merchant of today is confronted with the necessity of 
keeping the people fully informed about his store.

His store is 
a center of news. What he accomplished, in the way of securing

trons, must be told, as news, to his store’s customers and friends. 

He must get this news to them promptly; just as promptly 
‘and™just as interestingly as the newspaper gets the news of the 
world to these same people. They require this news in the daily 
routine of their lives. It is important to them. It often means 
savings for them, opportunities for timely purchases. 

It has been brought out recently that a group of great stores 
in half a dozen different cities average, for their advertising ap- 
propriations, nearly five per cent of their gross receipts. Some 
run beyond six per cent. Others as little as three per cent. 

The figures are not conclusive, although they are enlightening. 
The fact remains that ‘the mission of store advertising is to get 
store news to the people—to get it to them through the channels 
which carry to them the news of the world. These channels of 
news are the newspapers. Other forms of so-called advertising are 
not channels of news, therefore represent diverted effort and di- 
verted resources for the merchant. They represent waste. 

If, to publish your store news, costs five per cent of your 
gross turnover, reflect how much more it would cost you not to 
advertise fully and informingly.

That we solicit the co-operation 
of all citrus growers in forwarding 
the above work to the end_ that 
jeventually, as the present 
equipment deterioriates, it may be 
be replaced with the improved burn- 
ers of a practical, economical and 
|durable type. 

There has been a great sum of 
money invested in equipping citrus 
orchards for fighting frost. Some 
think this puts too great a burden 
on the industry and that perhaps 
more is gained by taking chances 
| than by equipping, but notwithstand- 
ing the immense losses of 1913 and 
the comparatively slight losses of 
this year we think the investment in 
frost fighting equipment installed 
in some orchards has been more 
than returned. We must also take 
into account the loss which comes 
from injury to orchard and fruits, 
also to household goods and stocks 
of merchandise because of the smoke 
nuisance, says the California Culti- 
vator. 

When frost fighting with oil be- 
gan the crudest of appliances re- 
leased great clouds of smoke or, 
worse, clouds’ of soot which 
carried a certain amount of oil. This 
soot went through the tiniest crev- 
ices in to every home, and the injury 
was serious. The invention of 
burners giving more perfect com- 
bustion has lessened this nuisance. 
Merchants and home-makers in cit- 
rus sections insist that this smoke 
nuisance must be further reduced, 
and the orchardist is likewise in- 
sistent on this point, and to aid in 
this campaign for better and more 
economical combustion of the oil a 
meeting was held in Pomona last 
Friday, when frost fighting from its 
various angles was discussed. Sev- 
eral burners with practically no 
smoke emitted when in full opera- 
tion were exhibited. Some of these 
—of which there were about 15 dif- 
ferent types—are almost perfect. A 
white card held over the smoke- 
stack, which seems to be a feature 
of most of the improved types, show- 
ed absolutely no soot or mark of 
smoke. 

The question now is whether 
these burners may be invented, man- 
ufactured and sold to the growers 
on an economical basis. As indicat- 
ed above, many growers believe in 
taking chances rather than in mak- 
ing an investment of from $100 to 
$200 per acre required for present- 
day appliances. Formerly it was 
thought that a higher grade oil with 


| pliances, 





a lower percentage of asphaltum, 
or with practically none, would re- 
sult in cleaner burning, but it has 





nqgw been shown that the cheaper 
oils in the proper kind of burner 
give out a greater number of heat 
units than the higher grade oils with 
an indifferent burner. Presumably 
then, it is a question for the burner 
maker rather than for the oil man- 
ufacturer. This is fortunate, for it 
would be an impossibility for the 
manufacturer of the oil to provide 
on but a few moments’ notice the 
trainsloads of oil which are neces- 
sary when the emergency comes. 
The Pomona meeting was _ presid- 
ed over by D. C. Crookshank, and 
C. N. Burton acted as secretary. The 
meeting had been called by the Po- 
mona chamber of commerce, of 
which Mr. Crookshank is_ president. 
It was more in the nature of a con- 
ference, for there was no previously 


arranged program, but Mr. Burton 
requested that in the discussion the 
three factors noted in the resolu- 


tions above should be considered as 
far as possible.

Electricity has been tried in the 


heating of orchards. As yet it is not 
;&@ success, but with improved heat- 
ers and in view of the fact that the 
electric current would be used in 
; orchard heating at a time when not 
needed for transportation and other 
activities, orchard heating appliances 
operated by electricity call for more 
| investigation. 

Injury to citrus fruits is caused 
by humidity, or lack of it, to a great- 
er extent than by change in tem- 
perature. ‘ 

Frost in July is a long question 
and one which many an orchardist 
fails to grasp. When the scientists 
begin discussion of dew point, dry 
}and wet bulb, temperature, radiation 
|}and some others of the factors that 
enter into the control of frost in- 
jury we all get muddled. 

It is important to get temperature 
|of the fruit. This is done, excepting 
jin the case of smallest sized lem- 
; ons, by the use of the pencil type of 
| thermometers inserted in opening 
|made in the fruit. 

| The air temeprature is 
| enough to indicate possibility of in- 
|jury while the fruit temperatures

“We cannot expect to eliminate en- 
tirely all smoke from our orchard 
| heating operations. Our modern rail- 
ways are examples of efficiency and 
waste reduced to the minimum, but 
note that a locomotive under forced 
draft emits vast quantities of dense 
black smoke. It is only reasonable 
then to suppose that our heaters can- 
not be made more efficient than the 
ordinary locomotive, 

“Soot is not smoke. Soot is uncon- 
sumed carbon. It may in a large 
part be eliminated by combustion. 

“There has been vast improve- 
ment in heaters during the past four 





years. Let us work together for 
still greater improvement and _ not 
work against each other by object- 
ing.” 


The chemical combination of the 
hydrogen of oil with oxygen of the 
air makes water. Water in the air 
makes lower dew point, lower dew 
point makes for less injury to the 
fruit, and besides this, moisture in 
the air acts as a blanket over the 
orchard to prevent general radiation 
of the heat. 

There are streaks of cold and 
streaks of warmer air. If they can 
be mixed the orchard is saved. It 
has usually been the custom to fire 
“across these streaks.” “We now 
believe it is better to fire with the 
streaks.”

John N. Gardiner: While the writ- 
er has a patch of ground about 42 
by 90, used exclusively for the grow- 
ing of vegetables, he does not aim to 


keep it all producing at one time. 
My plan is to set aside half of the 
area for spring and summer crops, 
the remainder for those of fall and 
winter. By this arrangement that 
part not actually growing vegetapbles 
is being prepared for later use. 

In order to maintain fertility the 
use of barnyard manure is advocated 
by the best authorities, if it can be 
had without difficulty or great ex- 
pense, as this contains several fer- 
tilizing elements in varying quanti- 
ties, besides the straw so necessary 
to supply humus. This decaying 
matter keeps the soil light and por- 
ous, causing it to retain moisture, 
and rendering it more easily cultivat- 
ed. If manure cannot be had, the 
next best is to grow a cover crop, 
i. e. a succulent growth of peas, 
vetch, clover, barley or something 
similar, which, when it has attained 
its full growth, can be turned under 
either by plowing or spading in. I 
have followed this latter method for 
several years, although using stable 
manure, as well, adding at the time 
of sowing the vegetable seed some 
commercial fertilizer in addition, in 
order to hasten maturity of the crop. 
I sow only small portions of this 
prepared land at a time in order to 
avoid maturing too much of one 
kind of vegetable simultaneously. 

After my spring crops are about 
all haryested, which is usually some 
time in July, I, commence sowing 
buckwheat broadcast in the unoccu- 
pied places. This grows quickly 
during the hot weather, especially if 
frequently irrigated or sprinkled. In 
about six weeks it will bloom and 
the seeds wili ripen and fall to the 
ground. The tops can then be spad- 
ed in and within a short time it will 
be seen coming. up again. ‘After 
this second crop has gone to seed, 
a third will come, providing the sea- 
son is not too far advanced, but the 
stand will not be as heavy as be- 
fore. This method can be followed 
at little expense, as the cost of buck- 
Wheat seed and commercial fertil- 
izer is small compared with that of 


stable manure. Even if manure can 
be had, this arrangement will still 
he beneficial to the soil. Towards 
the end of the year barley or peas 
may be sown for a cover crop, as 
both will withstand the cold better 
than the buckwheat. 

Many people fail in vegetable cul- 


ture by planting out of season, and 
when nothing develops, they beecme 
discouraged, blame it on the seed 
‘or the dealer, and give up. If one 
will but procure a catalogue from 
j}any reliable seedsman, the tables 
; therein ‘will show when the various 
seeds should be sown to get the best 
results. 


There are both warm and. cold 
weather vegetables, and it is use- 
less to endeavor to start any sum- 
mer seeds in the open ground dur- 


ing the very cold months, which are 
usually December and January, This 
has been specially true the past 
jfew months, during which we have 
experienced more continuous cold 
weather than for many years. How- 
ever, seeds for some summer vege- 
tables can be sown in a hot-bed, if 
facilities for such are available, the 
young plants to be transplanted to 
ithe garden later, but this hardly 
Days on a small scale. It is better 
to save time and trouble by buying 
from a dealer young plants of to- 
matoes, peppers, egg plant and sweet 
potatoes, which may be had usually 
early in March and after setting 
these out in the garden just where 
they are to grow. 

I make a practice of sowing seeds 
true to a line, which facilitates both 
cultivation and irrigation. In this 
way when irrigation is necessary, a 
furrow can be made on both sides 
of the plants, filled with water, and 
after it has soaked in, the earth 
drawn back again, thus conserving 
the moisture and preventing a crust 
forming on the surface. The water 
; will thus reach the roots where it 
is most needed, will last longer and 
be worth more than any superficial 
sprinkling. When irrigating large 
plants like tomatoes, peppers and egg 
plant it is better to form a basin 
around each and fill with water sev- 


eral times, after which the earth 
can be replaced. 

| Do not burn clippings, prunings, 
jor other garden refuse; they are 
valuable. but pile them up, wet 


or cover with earth, or dig a hoie in 
some convenient spot and fill and 













































cover as above, and after it has be-| 


come rotted, it will prove a useful 
addition to your growing plants. It 
may also be screened and used as a 
mulch over sowings made during 
summer when seeds are apt to perish 
for lack of moisture. A little of this 
scattered on top of the ground after 
the seeds are planted will prevent a 


crust forming, which the young 
shoots would have difficulty in pene- 
trating. 


Make it a point to sow only such 
vegetables as you like, and not take 
up a limited space raising crops to 
be thrown away later. 

When planting do not forget the 
lowly onion. With present market 
prices of $10 to $12 per hundred 
wholesale, and two pounds for 25 
cents, retail, there is an incentive 
to grow them yourself. The onion 
makes roots near the top of the 
ground, so requires rich soil to de- 
velop to perfection. The best fer- 
tilizer is poultry manure. Care must 
be taken when using, as it heats up 
quickly when wet. If a small patch 
of ground can be covered with this 
manure and immediately turned un- 
der, wet from time to time, and turn- 
ed over again, the soil should be in 
prime condition for a good crop. A 
small quantity can also be added at 
intervals during the growing season 
with much benefit, on the theory that 
small amounts of fertilizer applied 
from time to time are better than a 
large quantity all at once. Onion 
seed may be sown anywhere in the 
garden, and when the plants are as 
large in diameter as a lead pencil, can 
be transplanted to a permanent bed 
with rows 12 to 15 inches apart and 
plants five inches apart in the row. 
If one desires to save time, the sets 
may be had from a dealer and plant- 
ed in the same manner. In a few 
months you may either use them 
for green onions or wait until they 
reach full size and ripen, at which 
time the tops will wither and turn 
brown. They may then be pulled, 
cured and stored for future use. The 
onion is one of the most profitable 
vegetables to grow, even in times 
when prices are low, by reason of 
the method of culture, the plants be- 
ing close together, and in conse-| 
quence a large number are produced 
in a small space. 

Another most prolific vegetable 
is the string bean, of which the Ken- 
tucky Wonder is without a rival. My 
method is to plant a dozen or so 
seeds in a hill, after first removing 
three or four inches of soil. After 
the plants reach a height of several 
inches the earth may be gradually 
filled in around them, the object be- 
ing to have the roots deep where 
the soil is cooler and more moist. 
Later leave four of the strongest 
plants and pull up the others. I have 
grown vines of this variety 12 to 14 
feet high, which produced pods nine 
inches long of the choicest flavor 
and texture. The vines will, of 
course, require poles or stakes of 
some kind upon which to run. Last 
season I purchased from the lumber 
yard some 2x2 rough redwood, cut 
to 14 or 15 feet long. These I stain- 
ed for preservation after cutting one 
end to a point. When not in actual 
use they are stacked up awaiting the 
planting season, and I expect them 
to last many years, By planting 
two or three hills at a time, about a 
month or so, you will have beans 
galore all season. This deep method 
of planting can be applied also. to 
summer squash, thinning out later to 
two or three of the strongest plants 
to the hill. 

I have concluded that if my vege-| 
tables cost as much to grow as it| 
would to buy them, that I am still} 
ahead, as the quality is better, the 
freshness unequaled, while the exer- 
cise, pleasure and recreation derived 
from the work cannot be measured | 
in dollars or cents. 

So, I say to all having a piece of | 
ground available, no matter how|} 
smlall, grow something, and thank 
your lucky stars that you are living 
in land where some vegetable can 
be grown the year round.

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H.C. L. DUE TO CHANGE IN THE

That the high cost of living can- 
not be traced to any defects in the} 
transportation systems of this coun- | 
try, but, instead, is due to changes | 
in the standard of living was de-| 
clared by William Sproule, president | 


of the Southern Pacitic company | 
who has recently returned from the) 
East. 


“The high cost of food is account: | 
ed tor by the law of supply and de-! 
mand,” said Mr. Sproule. “The Unit- | 


ed States has for a long time pro- 
duced more food supplies of nearly 
all kinds than the people of the, 
United States consumed. The pro- | 


duction in excess of the home con-| 
sumption has been marketed abroad | 
and our production has become part 
of the common stock of food sup-| 
plies for countries across the sea. | 
Now these countries are mostly at 
war, an important part of their pop- 
ulation becoming consumers instead 
ot producers as they are in peace-| 
ful times. 

“The demand of these countries 
from us has risen far in excess of 
their needs under normal conditions, 
thus resulting in a contest between

foreign countries as to the price to 
be paid for the needed supplies. The 
United States is a part of a family 
o: nations. We cannot live apart 
unto ourselves even if we wish to 
do so. 4 

“The very prosperity this country 
is enjoying in general has its pen- 
alties. We are exporting food as 
well as munitions, and in exchange 


for them we are getting gold. We 
cannot eat gold. But we can in- 
crease production, and the problem 


of the high cost of living can be 
solved only by increasing the area 
of production or increasing the pro- 
duction from existing available 
areas through better methods, or by 
both. 

“The cost of living will be exces- 
sive as long as we are all eating our 
fill of eggs, broiled chickens, roast 
veal, lamb chops and sirloin steak. 
The excessive use of eggs cuts down 
the supply of chicken. The exces- 
sive use of young chicken for broil- 
ers cuts down the available supply 
of other food from the grown fowl. 
Veal means the slaughter of the 
young animal, instead of allowing it 
to grow to maturity and furnish us 
the normal quantity of food it would 
afford us. It is the same with lamb. 
It is notorious that the _ buchers, 
wholesale and retail, seek the choice 
cuts for household consumption and 
market the rest with great difiicul- 
ty .We need to learn the art of 
living within our means. This is 
easy for those who have sufficient 
means and I realize this, yet it is 
a thing that has to be done no mat- 
ter who says it and whether we like 
it or not. 

“The talk of making itarge appro- 
priations to distribute food as an 
em rgency proceeds on a theory that 
has always been a failure. It is the 
old story, we must cut our coat to 
fit the cloth. In a nation where 
every able-bodied man has plenty of 
work available, it becomes a mere 
case of living economically. 

“I have just returned from Balti- 
more and the striking feature that 
interests me there was the market 


basket. In that ‘city the market is 
four blocks long and on Saturday 
nights the workmen come _ from 


work with market baskets on their 
arms and thousands of women with 
baskets go to and from the markets 
every day. The majority go to the 
stores and buy direct, thus saving 
telephone and delivery service. 

“The cause of the ligh cost of 
living is not transportation. Jt is 
the habits of our own pcople and 
the artificial needs we have created 
for ourselves and to which the trade 
is merely responsive. Whenever we 
buy a simple article in a fancy pack- 
age we are eating less food and 
more package for the same money. 
When we buy a pound of tea that 
we are ordering by telephone and 
for delivery by automobile, we are 
paying for the telephone and the 
automobile. This means we are get- 
ting less for our money. 

“The railroads, in conjunction 
with the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and by their independent 
exertions are doing everything in 
their power to relieve freight con- 
gestion and to obtain a re-distribu- 
tion of the cars so that shipments 
may move as rapidly as_ possible. 
The Southern Pacific company has 
a representative on the railroad com- 
mittee at Washington, which, in con- 
junction with the interstate com- 
merce commission, is working on this 
subject of distribution. I am happy 
to say that this company and other 
Western roads are feeling the bene- 
ficial effects of the efforts being un- 
dertaken at Washington. 

“The railroads are also called up- 
on to co-operate with the govern- 
ment in any military measure that 
the secretary of war may deem ad- 
visable. This gives the 
another problem. For this purpose, 
the country has been divided into 
four transportation districts. It is

“IT have been selected to be chair-

| High school folks are interested in
